The ships would be apportioned among 
several lines, all of which, though 
separately incorporated, would be con- 
trolled by a parent corporation.

Bright Industrial Con- 
dition First Time in Two 
Years. 


BY RODNEY DUTCHER. 

Chicago, November 2.—For the 
first time-in two years it is possible 
tv make the unqualified assertion 
that “business is good,” according to 
un optimistic survey of the nationai 
industrial and agricultural situatiou 
made public Wednesday by Armour 
& Co., Chicago packers. 

Industry has recovered from the se- 
rious etfects of the coal and railroad 
strikes and is now believed to have 
reached a point of general stabiliza- 
tion, it is declared, 

Higher prices for live stock and a 
moderate strengthening of the graiu 
market is bringing the farmers to a 
bigher financial plane than they ex- 
pected, according to the survey, and 
farmers this fall will de more than 
merely “get by.” 

Trae Normal. 

The report also finds that industry 
has absorbed all unemployed workers 
except the “floating class that is never 
satisfactcrily employed nor satisfied 
with its empleyment.” 

“It seems entirely probable that the 
level on which business is today is 
to become the true normal trom 
which the ebb and flow may be fig- 
ured for some time to come,” 
the packers declare. “The greater 
stability that foreign exchange ex- 
nibited during the earlier part of Oc- 
tuber is one of the factors which go 
to indicate that the new normal, which 
is to supplant the old pre-war normal, 
has been appzoached. 

“The agricultural ‘situation is a 
highly eneouraging feature of. busi- 
ness. Live stock prices are consider- 
ably higher than they were at this 
time last year—hogs averaging about 
a dollar a hundredweight more, and 
cattle about 50 cents a bendredwcteht 
nore.

Davison Defends 
Conduct of Prison 


Camps inGeorgia 


Conduct of Georgia prison camps 


was defended Thursday by Judge R. 
2. Davison, chairman of the state 
prison commission. 

Answering criticism oi prison con- 
ditions made to Governor Hardwick 
Wednesday by the Atlanta committee 
on church co-operation, he said “‘we 
are several years ahead in actual 
practice of the corfmittee’s recom- 
mendations. ) 


“It has been our practice for some 
time to require complete reports on 
the flogging of prisoners, the cause 
of the* punishment, the number of 
strokes and other details.” 

Judge Davison pointed out printed 
regulations posted at every camp, 
forbidding the guards to strike or 
even curse a prisoner, setting forth 
that whipping must not be resorted 
to until after every other method 
has been tried, and then only 10 
blows must be struck by the warden 
er deputy warden himself; that the 
whipping shall not be on the naked 
skin, or unreasonably severe; that 
a full report shall be made _ to the 
prison commission immediately aft- 
er each application of corporal pun- 
ishment, and that letters sent to the 
governor or prison commission by 
convicts shall not be read or tamper- 
ed with by the wardens. 

The commission also requires com- 
plete reports of the diet provided for 
the prisoners at each camp in the 
state, and in every case the prison- 
ers are fed better than the law re- 
quires, They are even provided with 
tabacco at the expense of the state.

“I feel that 
this is the time as never before,” the 
letter states, “for the agricultural 
departments in the sonth to use their 
influence to induce the holders of cot- 
ton to sell as slowly as possible, and 
only as the mills require the cotton. 
I found very few in New York who 
did not confidentally expect to see 
cotton selling at 30 cents or more he- 
fore the season was over.

In her cell Mrs. Champion made 
ner first personal statement since the 
trial began. She said? 

“I don’t believe I was fairly treat- 
ed. 1 am a stranger here and that 
makes it worse. I don't see how any 
court could have allowed a prose- 
eutor to defame a woman's character 
the way Mr. Cassidy did mine. It 
is terribly hard to bear.” 

She then again broke down and 
sobhed.

But Production of An- 
thracite Low Enough to 
Require Distribution on 
Pro Rata Share: 


Washington, November 2.—A sur- 
vey of the fuel situation just complet- 
ed by Federal Fuel Distributor Spens 
indicates that the present outlook, so 
far as coal for industrial and railroad 
use is concerned, “may now be regard- 
ed as fairly satisfactory.” 

In the anthracite fields, however, 
“the situation differs” in that pruduc- 
tion this season will approximate but 
60 per cent of last year’s output, thus 
necessitating a pro rata distribution 
on tRat basis.” 


Average spot prices for all grades 
of bituminous cohl have been on a 
steady decline for the past few @ecks, 
Spens finds. From an averag®@ price 
of $5.06 for the week ended Septem- 
ber 23, soft coal has been reduced to 
an average of $4.26 for the week end- 
ed October 21. 

“The situation today so far as 
steam or industrial coal is concerned 
is fairly satisfactory,” the fuel dis- 
tributor stated. “In the greater part 
of the country conditions as to do- 
mestiec bituminous coal likewise are 
comfortable though there are still 
some sections where available supplies 
would quickly vanish in the event of 
inclement weather, and with conse- 
quent diminution in transportation. 

“The anthracite situation differs 
from the bituminous,” Spens_ said. 
“This season's production cannot pos- 
sibly equal the demand, and neces- 
sarily other fuels to some extent must 
be substituted.” 

The most serious territorial situa- 
tion is found in the northwestern 
states which are served by the Great 
Lakes. The anthracite lake program 
calls for approximately two million 
tons, and to date only about one-quar- 
ter of that amount has been shipped. 
As navigation closes on the lakes 
around December 1, efforts are being 
made to supplement the lake move- 
ment with all-rail shipments.

London, November 2.—In the midst 
of a tempest which threatens to over- 
throw civilization, one country stands 
four square to all winds of calamity. 

This is Great Britain. 
Across the Atlantic, geographically 
far removed from the storms of 
Europe, the United States of America 
are trembling under the same gale 
which sweeps through the eastern 
hemisphere shaking the greater part 
of it like an aspen. Americans possess 
nearly all the gold of the world. But 
their finances are unstable. Their 
territory is vast, but many of their 
chief industries are dependent on the 
products of other countries. Their 
population is enormous, but it lacks 
the cohesion of ancient lovalties, 
unity and the inspiration of a com- 
mon language. Their prosperity is 
declining, their security is a delu- 
sion, their independence has never 
existed. Any considerable crash in 
the fortunes of the world would be 
more disastrous for the states than 

for the British empire.

It 
is not for Great Britain, standing 
like a rock, to sue for favors from 
any ountry in the world: further. 
those “favors” would not only be a 
source of irremediable humiliation to 
eur children, but even a blow to our 
commerce, + . 
For the United States, in their in- 
dustrial and domestic life. have ur- 
gent need of many products which 
our traders can supply them with— 
jute, tin, ‘tea. coffee. rubber. flax, 
palm oil and nitrate—although our 
subtle. sophisticated statesmen can- 
not be brought to believe so obvious 
a platitude, It would benefit British 
commerce to cancel the debts of the 
allies: it would not benefit that com. 
merce to be forgiven our debt by the 
United States. 
That is the firm conviction of men 
who understand world trade and who 
appreciate the moral basis of credit 
—men who smile at the fear that 
America mav beat us off the seas and 
drive us out of the markets of the 
world. They tell me Great Britair 
has nothing to dread from American 
ambitions and that the commercial 
integrity of the British empire is 
transcendently greater than that of 
the United States, 

Conditions of Survival. 
But the confidence of my authori- 
ties rests in the hope, first. that the 
British government is at last coming 
to its senses: second, the rest and 
contentment for our own security 
manifested by many of our working 
classes won't much longer pass either 
for sanity or valor. 
These are the conditions of our 
imperial survival: First, the govern- 
ment must reduce taxation and the 
limit of national expenditure to the 
bare minimum and spread the pay 
ment of the war debt over a period of 
vears; second, it must keep itself en- 
tirely out of the sphere of commerce 
and reduce the salaries and lengthen 
the working hours of the civil serv- 
ice: third. the authorities must re 
duce the swarm of parasitical offi- 
cials ; fourth, they must help us 
bring wages to a level that will en- 
able us: to trade with the starving 
world. 
Shakespeare’s prophecy still holds 
good.. As England’s position is the 
strongest and most secure in the 
whole world, nothing outside of our- 
selves can ‘bring us desolation. . If 
there are perils, they will be by our 
own hand.
